Halifax, N.S., June 7—Straight tic- 
kets were nominated today for the 
provincial elections jn all the eigh- 
teen counties of Nova Scotia, In ad- 
dition to this in Halifax the Labor 
party nominated one candidate, while 
the Government and Opposition par- 
ties have their full tickets of three 
each, In King’s County.one of the 
men of the Moral Reform ticket is a 
Conservative and one a Liberal, The 
Conservatives nominated one straight 
candidate in that county. 

The keenness of the contest on the 
part of the opposition is shown by 
the fact that they have allowed no 
acclamations as was the case in the 
last election five years ago, when 
there were acclamations in Antigon- 
ish and Victoria, and the opposition 
was half-hearted in several other 
counties, The government side also 
present a solid phalanx, In Halifax,
